The report @tutes tthe contract for 
erection was given to'the Dominion 
Bridge Company, at the lowest fig- 
ure, $110,386, but no material, has 
yet been delivered by the Pacific 
Sheet Mgtal Company, to.which the 
contract for the material was let. 

The contract for’ the concrete con- 
struction on the Old “Man. River 
crossing was let to A, G, Creelman & 
Co. for $364,619, and is well: under 
way. About half the embankment 

at the head waters is completed. On 
December 81 last. there had been 
drawn -from,.the.‘trustees accounts 
$1,672,761,37, of which $1,531,000 was 
by requisition- of trustees, $132,000 
for interest payments, and $9,761,37 
for bank and.‘treasury charges, ex- 
change, etc. Receipts totalled $4,208,- 
085.03, including $4,123,240, receipts 
from bond sales, and $84, 845.03 inter- 
est earned, leaving a balance at De- 
cember 31 of $2,535,328.66. 

The auditor’s repdrt shows the ex- 
penditure of:the district up ‘to De- 
cember.

When one day, several years ago, 
a pair;of-wild geese halted. on their 
way ‘north at a small farm in Essex 
County, Ontario, the farmer did not 
seize -his gun, rush out and -blaze 
away at his rare and handsome visit- 
ors, but watched them, gained their 
confidence and encouraged them to 
call again. The response to this un- 
usual treatment at the hands of man 
‘was ‘remarkable. By means of wild 
goose language, strange bits of which 
we overhear as they fly high over- 
fhead on unexpected nights in spring 
and autumn, the birds who had _ re- 
ceived protection and kindness in- 
stead of the customary hostile recep- 
tion through the bore of a rifle, told 
their brothers and sisters of the 
sanctuary they had found. Next 
season the number of callers multi- 
plied; the next they multiplied again, 
until now thousands call every year, 
and the farmer has to spend hun- 
dreds of dollars in boarding his 
feathered guests during their semi- 
annual visits. 

The farmer in this story is Jack 
Miner. The fame of this bird sanc- 
tuary has spread, until today it is the 
mecca of innumerable sightseers who 
go to witness the scenes on the farm 
when the geese pause in their long 
flight and pay Jack a neighborly visit. 

The story of the geese and Jack 
Miner is one of the romances of 
wild life. And it will prove that there 
is much more fun in watching the 
ways ofourcharming feathered visit- 
ors than in hunting and killing them. 
What ‘a lively, delicate, entrancing 
thing a wild bird is. What a sad and 
tragic thing is a limp and lifeless 
one.
